THE CONSERVATIVES ARE TIRED 


Of Their Alliance with the Liberal- 
Unionist Faction, 


AND WILL GO TO THE PEOPLE, 


They Admit That Mr. Gladstone Will 
Sweep the Country, but That Delay 
W ould Only Make Him Stronger. 


Lonpon, January 29.—[Copyright, 1892, by 
New York Associated Press.}—If no change 
oceurs in the politica) situation serious 
enough to cause tie ministers to recon- 
sider their decission, parliament will be dis- 
solved in May. 


A majority of the cabinet agreed at the" 


last cabinet council to hasten’ elections. 
The meeting occurred under the shadow of 
the result of the Rosendale contest. 

The report of the Central Conservative 
Association summarizing advices received 
from agents in electoral centers on the 
chances of an early or delayed dissolution 
was before the ministers, leading to the 
concurrence of opinion that a speedy appeal 

the country is the best policy. 

a highly placed ministerialist states that 
this determination is largely due to an 
official calculation, based on the best at- 
tainable data, that the general elections, if 
taken soon, will give Mr. Gladstone a ma- 
jority of about sixty, including the Irish 
vote, while a postponement of the elections 
is certain to increase the liberal majority 
and ‘consolidate the liberal ranks, at the 
same time weakening the unionists. 

The Impending Rupture. 

Among'the unexpected results of thefRosen- 
dale election the impending rupture between 
the dissidents §and conservatives is the most 
important. The tories have long been fretting 
under the supposed dictation of the dissident 
leaders, and have hitherto submitted solely 
because they believed that the dissi- 
dents commanded a number of electorai 
districts where conservative chances were 
hopeless. The result in Rosendale disillu- 
sioned the conservatives regarding the fight- 
ing strength of their allies. Leading con- 
pervative papers throughout the country, 
which better represent the sentiments and 
policy of the party than do its London organs, 
concur in demanding that the conservatives 
be freed from an alliance which now weakens, 
instead of strengthens, the genuine conserva- 
tive forces. A rupture, however, would not 
imply hostility. The cessation of the alliance, 
according to conservative argument, would 
not prevent the dissidents retaining what few 
seats their own voting power really com- 
mands. In constituencies where they still 
hold some voting remnant they ought, it is 
maintained, either to hold aloof from con- 
tests or support the conservative candidates, 
without claiming the right to mold the con- 
servative policy. 

The Signal for Revolt. 

The signal for revolt against the conserva- 
tive unionist compact fitly comes from the 
headquarters of unionism in Birmingham, 
where a conference of conservative candidates 
concluded that the time had come to dissolve 
the alliance. Asa large number of conservative 
agents urge that the question ought to be im- 
mediately settled, Lord Salisbury will be asked 
to take the sense of the party at a reunion of 
the conservative members as soon as the honse 
of commons assembles. A dissolution can hardly 
be effected before Whitsuntide. The minis- 


ters propose to devote the whole session until 


Easter to estimates. The Irish local govern- 
ment bill will be introduced on the verge of 
the Easter recess, and a second reading will be 
nad immediately after recess. 

The ministerialists rely upon obstruction to 
the measure to afford them a reasonable ex- 
cuse fur an appeal to the country. The pre- 
carious prospects of the coming session are 
having an effect on the personal arrangements 
ofthe members of the house of commons. 
About 120 members will not seek re-election. 
Others, especially conservatives, knowing the 
ministerial plans will not take residences for 
the season.

The Forger’s Suicide. 

The suicide of Hume Webster, .a horse 
breeder, has been-discovered to be due to 
worse than monetary troubles. He used 
forged signatures on bills amounting to over 
forty thousand pounds. A bill presented for 
payment on Monday with the signature forged 
led to the discovery of other torgeries. The 
name of an American financier, long a friend 
of Webster and associated with him in the 
Ewmbreville Freehold Company, had been used 
on the spurious paper. Webster’s affairs be 
Came so desperate that the frauds he com- 
mitted, even ifthey had not been revealed, 
would not suffice to cover his debts. 

Praying for Spurgeon. 

The special night services held in the Lon- 
don tabernacle in behalf of Spurgeon are 
largely attended. Waiting near the divine’s 
sick bed are his wife, his son Charles, two 
deacons and other friends. Private telegrams 
from Mentone received tonight refer to a 
“prayerful but despairing group’’ beside the 
flying pastor.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


Qhree Persons Lose Their Lives in a Fire 
Yesterday. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., Jan 29. —[Special.] 
The burning of a negro cabin on the suburbs 
of this city about 1 o'clock this morning was 
the cause of the most horrible holocaust in the 
history of this place. Tandy Young, colored, 
- and his two children, aged three and six years, 
were burned to death init, and only their 
limbless trunks, blackened and charred, were 
recovered. The cabin was occupied by Young, 
his wife and their two children. The state-

She hurst open a window in her 
efforts to assist, but was driven back by the 
flames, Inafew moments their cries ceased, 
and by the time several neighbors arrived 
aly the charred bodies among the burning 
timbers were discovered.

MORE BUSINESS DONE, 


But at Lower Prices, Is the Report of Dun 
& Co. 

New York, January 29.—Business failures 
occurring throughout the country during last 
week, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co., num- 
ber for the United States 253, Canada 44, total 
207 ; against 328 last week. It is undeniable 
that there exists a Considerable feeling of dis- 
appointment. More business, but at lower 
prices, seems to be the rule. That the volume 
of trade is gradually increasing, even in 
branches which lave been dullest, there seems 
to be no doubt. But in an unusual number of 
cases, increased sales appear to be the result 
of some yielding in prices, so that the average 
decline in prices of all commodities during the 

“week has been more than one-half of 1 
per cent. 

Money continues in abundant supply, 
the movement of products continues large, 
and the extraordinary exports in December, 
amounting to almost one Lasiioad and twenty 
million dollars, against not quite ninety-nine 
million dollars last year, attract especial at- 
tention. The foreign trade of the country in 
1891 was greater in exports and also in im- 
ports than that of any previous year. There 
is more business done in iron, but the increase 
in the weekly output since the unprecedented 
report of December ist has weakened the 
chee so that the Thomas company has reduced 
No. 1 anthracite 50 cents, to $17.50, and Besse- 
mer iron is 50 cents lower at Pittsburg. Bar 
iron is dull at Philadelphia and weak at Chi- 
cago, and the market for plates is demoralized 
by the large production, while some structural 
mills are short of work. 

Reports from the Centers. 3 

Reports from other cities generally indicate 
a gradual increase in the volumeof trade. At 
Philadelphia iron is quiet and coal demoral- 
ized, but dry goods are more active and 
the grocery trade larger than last year. 

Paints, oils, glass and jewelry are quiet and 
chemicals steady. At Baltimore the jobping 
trade is quiet but manufacturing brisk. Pitts- 
burg reports finished iron weaker and many 
flint glass works closed by dull trade. 

In dry goods there seems to be rather less 
activity as to cotton goods, and in knit goods 
some dullness. Clothiers are conservative, 
and waiting for indications of popular fancy, 
and hence men’s wearand the woolen trade 
are perplexing. Stocks on hand areshort, but 
the demand is also short, apparently because 
the freaks of public fancy last year were such 
as to warn manufacturers and clothiers against 
overhasty action. ; 

Cotton and Wool. 

There is a better feeling in the wool market, 
however, at New York as at Boston, and con- 
tinuing sales prove that manufacturing has by 
no means ceased. 

Cotton is 4 cent lower, at 74 cents, with 
enormous receipts for the season, and sales of 
receipts and 
exports fall somewhat behind those of last 
year for the same week, indications stil! point 
to a very large crop. : 

Money markets throughout the country 
are unusually well supplied, but in part 
because the ‘demand is only , moderate. 
Collections are generally improving or de- 
cidedly good. At New York money on call 
has declined from 2 per cent tol4 per cent, and 
the treasury has paid out about two million 
seven hundred thousand dojlars 
than it has taken in during the 
week. Of course foreign trade makes 
the absent gold imports somewhat 
noteworthy. Exports. from New York for 
four weeks in January have been $11,193,000, 

2.9 per cent larger than for some weeks last 
_—< while in import there has been a slight 

ecrease which would pointto an excess of 
exports over imports amounting to about 
thirty-two million dollars for the month, 
agarmst $20,000,000 last January. Yet foreign 
exchange is stronger, having risen during the 
week from 4,85}? to 4.86 and the unsteadiness 
of the stock market is supposed to be due to 
considerable sales of securities by foreign 
holders, who may not unnaturally find at- 
tractive opportunities in the weakness of 
government and corporate securities in their 
own countries. 


A DOLLAR A. KISS, 


That Is the Value Fixed by an Alabama 
Court. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 79.—[Special.]— 
In Geneva county, yesterday, a jury, by its 
verdict, settled the value of kisses in this 
state. A young fellow named William Hor- 
ton, was indicted for assault and battery on 
Miss Sallie Jones. The testimony of the 
young woman was that Horton had laid vio 
lent hands on her and kissed her against her 
will. Horton testified that the kiss was with 
Miss Sallie’s free will and consent, and that he 
had kissed her one hundred and fifty times 
before. The jury rendered a verdict of guilty, 
and assessed a fine of $150, stating that kisses 
in Geneva were worth $1 each.

New York, January 29.—The county 
democrats and the mugwumpa, with a few 
invited guests, met tonight at the Murtay 
Hill hotel. 

Hopeless of capturing the democratic con- 
vention, they think they can get up a 
movement to knife the democracy. 


The following gentlemen were present; C, 
C. Baldwin, E. Ellery Anderson, Everett P. 
Wheeler, ex-Mayor William R. Grace, Isadore 
Strauss, Francis M. Scott, W. H. O’Dwyer, 
Edward B. Whitney, Colonel Robert G. Mon- 
roe, Charles 8S. Fairchild, ex-secretary of the 
treasury, Henry K. Reekman, Stephen A. 
Walker and others who believe that the call- 
ing of the democratic state convention for the 
22d of, February is a move on the part of the 
‘‘machine politicians’? to snap Hill as the 
choice of New York. E. Ellery Anderson was 
chairman at the meeting, which was held be- 
hind closed doors. 

This Is a County Democrat. 

Ex-Mayor Grace made the most important 
suggestion of the evening. That was that the 
anti-machine (anti-Tammany hall and Hill) 
democrats should hold a convention of their 
own and elect delegates to the national caon- 
vention to express the will of the people. 

Peter B. Olney wanted the names of both 
Cleveland and Hill putinthecall. This, he 
said, would add to Cleveland’s stre i 
Francis M. Scott and others urged that ho 
names be§mentioned, bat that a committee of 
three be appointed to draft the call for the 
meeting. Messrs. Scott, Monroe and Wheeler 
were appointed and drafted the following, 
which was adopted : 

The Resolutions Adopted. 

Whereas, The democratic state convention for 
the election of delegates to the democratic na- 
tional convention has been called to meet on the 
22d day of February next, on only four weeks’ no- 
tice, although the national convention is not to 
meet until the 21st day of June, and 

Whereas, The vutcome of a convention selected 
in midwinter upon so short a call cannot be fairly 
and truly repregentative of the democratic senti- 
ment of the state, and would inevitably debar the 
masses of democratic voters of the state froma 
voice to which they are justly entitled 
in the selection of democratic candidates 
for president and vice president, and 
framing the party's platform, and, : 

Whereas, The action of the state committee is 
not only undemocratic but unprecedented in the 
history of the party in this state, 

The undersigned invite their fellow democrats 
who sympathize. with their views to meet in this 
city on the ist day of February, at 8 o’clock, to 
consider and decide upon the necessary meas- 
ures tosecure the best interests for the dem- 
ocratic party. 

The Call Signed. 


This call was signed by the gentlemen at 
the meeting. A committee of twenty-five was 
also appointed from the number to arrange 
for the meeting. Everett P. Wheeler said 
that aninsolent and arrogant few had at- 
tempted to dictate to the democrats of New 
York in advance whom should be selected for 
presidential nomination. Sixteen years ago 
leading democrats had commenced a move- 
ment which had been kept before the country 
and finally found success in 1890, It was 
decidedly unfair that democrats who had 
taken no part in fighting that principle, should 
come forward to dictate to the party. 

The mugwumps spoke in whispered groups 
of what they honed to do. The men at the 
meeting of tonight are principally the same 
who for years have been fighting the organiza- 
tion of the party.

A Rear-End Collision. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., January 29.—A rear-end col- 
lision between two freight trains occurred 
at DeWitt today. Ihe locomotive ofthe rear 
train fplowed through the caboose of 
the train ahead, cutting it in two, It 
also smashed through six freight cars. In the 
caboose were Brakeman William Cox, of East 
Syracuse, who was instantly killed; Conductor 
John Welch, of Clyde, who had both feet cut off, 
and Brakeman Patrick Welch, of DeWitt, who 
was injured internally and also about the head, 
The wreck caught fire and was burned. 


A Bridge Builder’s Fatal Fall.

TALKING ON RULES. 


General Catchings’s Record in Congress | been 


Reviewed. 
DEBATING THE RULES IN THE HOUSE. 


An Attempt to Clip the Wings of the 
Appropriations Committee. 


A BRANCH OFF ON TO SILVER, 


Mr, Oates Renews His Effort for the Or- 
ganization of a Steering Committee 
of Fifteen. 


WASHINGTON, January 29.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral Catchings, of Mississippi, will be one of 
the most striking figures in the present con- 
gress. 

He is nota man of national reputation, for 

“ he is comparatively a 
— new man in congress. 
He has just begun his 
fourth term, but he is 
recognized by those 
who know him best as 
one of the ablest law- 
yers in the house of 
representatives, and a 
man who, when given 
the opportunity, will 


make a reputation. General Catchings is one 
of the three democratic members of the com- 
mittee on rules. He is with Speaker Crisp 
and Mr. McMillin. This committee is the 
leading committee of the house. It has charge 
of all the legislation before the house, and one 
of its members must be the leader of the party 
on the floor on all parliamentary questions. 

General Catchings isa fluent speaker and, 
indeed, is quite an orator, though on account 
of his previous committee assignments has 
never had the opportunity to demonstrate his 
powers in congress. ' 

He is a native of Mississippi; was born in 
Hinds county January 11, 15847, and is just 
forty-five years of age. He entered the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi at the age of twelve 
years, and went through the junior year as the 
leader of his class. In 1861, when the war broke 
out, he was but fourteen years of age, still he was 
one of the first to enlist in the Burt Rifles, 
which was organized in Jackson in April, 1861. 
He served as a private throughout the war, be- 
ing but eighteen years of age when Lee sur- 
rendered at Appomattox, 

He went to Virginia with the Eighteenth 
Mississippi regiment and entered Lee’s 
army. He was in the first battle of Man- 
assas and other Virginia battles. During 
the last two years of the war he served in 
the cavalry under General Pope and joined 
General] Johnston’s command at Adairsville, 
Ga., and with it retreated down to 
Atlanta and then to Savannah. He was 
in all the battles around Atlanta. He 
left Savannah in General Ferguson’s 
brigade and met President Davis at Charlottes- 
ville. His command escorted the confederate 
president down as far as Washington, Ga., 
and surrendered on the §th of May to General 
Wilson near Forsyth on the Ogmulgee river. 
He was allowed to retain his side arms and 
horse and rode through to his home in Mis- 
sissippi. 

There he began the study of law, and was 
licensed to practice in May, 1866, when be was 
but nineteen years of age. He practiced in 
Vicksburg until 1875, when the democrats 
called on him to run for the state senate, 
though at the time it was believed impossible 
to elect a democrat. Yethe was elected and 
served in the legislature which impeached 
Ames and all the carpetbag officials. In 1877, 
when the state convention met to nominate 
state officers, he was nominated for attorney 

eneral, Four years later he was renom- 
nated, and served until February, 1885, when 
he resigned to take a seat in congress. 

His district up to the time of his election 
had been republican, but a very offensive 
negro was nominated against him, and to the 
surprise of every one he was elected that time 
and has been re-elected three times since. His 
seat was contested in the last congress by a 
negro named Hill, who was afterwards ap- 

ointed as postmaster at Vicksburg. 
The contest between he and Hill was heard 
before the committee on electionsin the last 
congress, und it was unanimously decided by 
democrats and republicans alike that General 
Catchings was fairly and honestly elected. 

Although as stated above, General Catch- 
ings never rose higher thana private in the 
confederate army, on account of his age, his 
title of general was derived from his office of 
attorney general of the state. 

During his term in congress previous to this 

ession, General Catchings has been chairman 

of the committee on the improvement of the 
Mississippi river, and has taken charge of all! 
Mississippi river legislation in the house. 
While he has had but little to say on the floor 
of the house, yet he has done a great work for 
his people and those who are interested in the 
navigation of the great river. 

General Catchings has the reputation of be- 
ing one of the ablest lawyers who had ever 
practiced in the courts of Mississippi. and out 
of his practice amassed quite a neat fortune 
for a southern man. 

He is now in position where he can make a 
reputation for bimeelf in congress, and those 
who know him feel contident that he will. 

g-3 Medals for the Baltimore.

the policy of the distribution of appropriation 
bills had not contribated to economy. 

Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, gave his adher- 
ence to the doctrine of the distribution of 
appropriation bills. That distribution had 
made on account of the rebellion against 
the immense power exercised by the commit- 
tee on appropriations. It had worked well, 
and he could see no reason why the distribu- 
tion committee should not be given 
jurisdiction over the expenditures for the sup- 
port of the district. . 

Mr. Hemphill closed the debate in favor of 
his amendment. He warned the house against 
the danger of giving the appropriation com- 
mittee power to legislate upon the appropria 
tion bills and tosidetrack any other legisla- 
tion that might be calied up. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Gets Away to the Silver Question. 

The debate got away from the rules alto- 
gether, and in its course Mr. DeForest, of Con- 
necticut, brought in the silver question. He 
declared that if a free coinage bill were passed 
by this congress it would not go out with the 
stamp of endorsement of the democratic party 
upon it. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, said that the gentle- 
man from Lllinois;(Mr. Springer), in a speech 
delivered in New York, had declared that 
this house would not passa free silver bill. 
He also understood thatthe gentleman from 
Texas (Mr. Lanham), had withdrawn his 
amendment giving the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures leave toreport at any 
time, on the assurance of the gentleman from 
Missouri (Mr. Bland) that it was unnecessary. 
There seemed to be some misunderstanding 
somewhere, and he wished to call the attention 
of the gentleman from Illinois to the matter. 

Mr. Springer—I did not make the statement 
— this house would not pass a free coinage 
Mr. Dingley—I understood the gentleman 
to be so reported. Will the gentleman please 
state what he did say? 

Mr. Springer’s reply was inaudible to the re- 
porters, but he subsequently stated that his re- 
ply was: “I stated that a free coinage bill 
would become a law during the present con- 
gress.”’ 

Mr. Hooper, of Mississippi, moved to strike 
from the rules the provision making it always 
in order to call up for consideration the report 
from the committee on rules, and preveuting 
dilatory motions being made pending such 
consideration, 

This brought on a long and spirited debate. 
Mr. Oates, of Alabama, offered an amendment 
providing for the appointment of a committee 
on the order of business to consist of fifteen 
members—ten democrats and five of the op- 
position—which shall have leave to report at 
any time, and of which the speaker shall be 
ex-officio chairman. 

The Orators of the Day. 

The two most notable speeches of the day 
were made by young Mr. Bailey, of Texas, and 
Mr. Bourke Cochran, of New York. Mr. Bailey 
is the youngest member of the house, but today 
he proved himself one of its best orators, for 
his speech was listened to with that attention 
which is seldom accorded a new member. Mr. 
Bailey was opposed to the rule. He preferred 
that if any power was given to a few men, 
that it should bé given to the speaker instead 
of the committee on rules. 

Mr. Bourke Cochran, the New York orator, 
however, struck the keynote when he an- 
nounced that he was opposed to filibustering, 
and that the gentlemen who favored this rule 
favored filibustering He said that if this rule 
was stricken out, and by its defeat the democrats 
of the house spoke out in favor of filibustering, 
he would give notice that he would filibuster 
as long as his strength lasted to stand upon 
the floor of the house against the passage of a 
measure which he believed would be detri- 
mental to the entire interests of this country. 
By this Mr. Cochran meant that he would fili- 
buster against the passage of a free coinage 
bill. If this rule is stricken out there can be 
just such filibustering in this congress as was 
witnessed inthe fiftieth congress, when the 
house remained in continuous session for ten 
days, night and day, in a fight over the direct 
tax bill. If this ruleis stricken out the op- 
ponents of free coinage have it in their power 
to defeat the silver legislation. The matter will 
again be discussed tomorrow, but as only two 
hours can be devoted to it, no conclusion will 
be reached. The democrats are divided upon 
this rule, as they are divided upon nothing 
else; and indeed the breach is so large that a 
caucus has been called for tomorrow night to 
consider this rule. It is the history of the 
democratic party that they never get together 
in caucus. Whether they will do so tomorrow 
night or not remains to be seen. The speaker 
is in favor of the adoption of this rule, Eedens 
it is a conception of his, and it will perhaps be 
adopted, but not until quite a fight has been 
made upon it. E. W. B.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 29.—[{Special.j 
The chasm between what is known as the ol 
guard and alliance factions of the democratic 
party in Alabama is growing serious, and gets 
wider every day. At its recent session the 
state executive committee passed resolutions 
regulating the powers of the county commit- 
tees in calling county conventions and prima- 
ries. A minority of the state committee, 
eight in number, protested that the commit- 
tee had no power over the county committees 
and deciared the resolutions null and void. 
Three committees have since met, and all 
three haveignored the orders of the commit- 
tee, and acted as usual heretofore, to suit 
themselves. The, majority of the state com- 
mittee was for Jones, and the new regulations 
werein his interest. The county committees 
who refused to abide by them had a majority 
for Kolb. The gravest fears are entertained 
thattwo state conventions will be the out- 
come, one based on the regularity of the state 
committees, and the other on that of the 
county comnrittees.

FIXING THE POLICY 


Which Is to Govern the Democratic Side 
of the House. 


SEPARATE TARIFF BILLS "0 COME, 


Instead of a Measure Reopening the 
Whole Question. 


CAUCUS AHEAD ON THE SILVER QUESTION | 


Colonel lLivingston’s Subtreasury Bill, 
oa General News of Interest from the gy 
Federal Capital. 


WASHINGTON, January 29—[Special.]—The 
democrats of the ways and means committee 
this morning decided, by a vote of.7 to 3, to 
oe the tariff question by separate-measure 
bills. 

The democrats who voted against this plan 
were Messrs. Turner, of Georgia; McMillin, 
of Tennessee, and Wilson, of West Virginia. 

They favor the formation and passage by 
the house of a full and complete tariff bill. 

After the meeting adjourned, there was @ 
rumor to the effect that these three democrats 
would join with the republicans in an effort to 
hamper the democratic majority. The report, 
however, was soon proven to be untrue. Mr, 
Turner, in speaking of the matter, said: 

‘*T believed, and do believe, that the best 
method of dealing with the tariff question is 
by the passage of a general bill, but myself 
and the gentlemen who believed with me 
were outvoted in the committee. I am too 
good a democrat to oppose my party, and I 
shall join with the majority in the policy it 
has mapped out.” 

All the democratic members of the commite 
tee believe there will be harmony in the com« 
mittee. Indeed, each member has agreed that 
there shall be, and the committee having de- 
cided upon a general plan, will now proceed 
to business, and will consider at once the 
separate measures which have been reported 
toit. A free wool bill wili probably be the 
first measure reported from the committee to 
the house. 

On the Silver Question. 

A caucus of the democratic party has been 
called for tomorrow night week to consider 
the silver question. 

While there are afew democrats who op- 
pose free coinage, more than three-fourths of 
them favor it, and it is quite certain that the 
caucus will decide to pass the bill through the 
house providing for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 

Indeed, the free coinage feeling is so 
that nothing can stop it now. It is believed 
that a free coinage bill will be adopted in the 
house before the 1st of March. 

The Subtreasury Bill. 

The Georgia congressinen, who are members 
of the alliance, are indignant. at the chargss_ 
which have been made against them, to the 
effect that Colonel Livingston simply ine 
troduced the subtreasury bill as a blind. In 
speaking of the matter today, Mr. Moses said 
that the delegation had selected Colonel Liv- 
iugston as the man to introduce the bill, but 
in doing so they had decided not to advocate 
its adoption as it is until the alliance mem- 
bers of congress had met in caucus and de- 
cided upon the best thing to be pushed. He 
says all the alliancemen are in,g@avor of the 
subtreasury plan ina general wf but as to 
the best direct measure to E” pushed they 
have not agreed. They meet in the second 
week of February to discuss the matter, and 
decide upon just what measure they will push. 

The Pinkerton Matter. 

The anti-Pinkerton resolution.introduced by 
Representative Watson, of Georgia, was the 
subject of much discussion in the house com- 
mittee of the judiciary this morning. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, asked some perti- 
nent questions, and, while disclaiming any de- 
sire to defend the practice of the Pinkertons, 
expressed some doubts as to the ability of 
congress to legislate upon this subject, which 
he considered a matter only to be regulated or 
suppressed bythe various state legislatures. 
Members of the committee generally seemed 
to share the opinion of Mr. Oates, and likely 
the resolution will be reported unfavorably. 
In that event the matter will be debated in 
the house. : 

Georgia Matters in the Capital. 

The Fourth National bank of Columbus, 
Ga., has been authorized to do business with 
a capital of $150,000.

GRANDSON OF A COLONIAL GOVERNOR. 
The Death of Dr. J. P. 8S. Houston, in 
Savannah. 

Dr. J. P. 8. Houston, grandson of Sir Patrick 
Houston, governor of Georgia colony, died this 
morning from cancer of the stomach. He has been 
suffering from this for twelve years. He was 
born in Jacksonville forty-four years ago, was 
educated at Colonel Johnson’s school at Sparta, 
and in Baltimore and Philadelphia.

A Dramatic Death. 


The sudden death of Judge Manning M. 
Knapp on the bench, while addressing the 
Hudson county, New Jersey, grand jury, 
has created a profound sensation, 

Judge Knapp had labored earnestly to en- 
force the law, and bring to justice the offi- 
cials of the Jockey Club, and the book- 
makers on the Guttenburg race course. He 
had been informed, and had read in The 
New York Herald, the boasts of the Gutten- 
burg outlaws that they owned the grand 
jury, and that no indictments would. be 
found against them. 

This was the state of affairs, last Tuesday, 
when the grand jury made their present- 
ments. The judge gianced over the busi- 
ness submitted to him, and as he expected 
found that the race course outlaws had not 
been indicted. Then, his righteous wrath 
burst forth. He called the attention of the 
jurors to the fact that they had failed to in- 
dict when the testimony was plain. He told 
them that this was a government of law, 
and they had no right toexempt any class of 
persons from the penalties of the law. He 
said that the time had been when the word 
of his court was respected, and its instruc- 
tions were duly considered. The judge 
paused and turned ghastly white. He 
grasped a package containing the testimony 
in ahabeas corpus case—testimony which 
ke had told the jurors they could not ignore 
without violating their oaths. 

The jurors shifted their feet uneasily as 
they felt the burning eyes of the angry 
judge. The next moment Judge Knapp’s 
face turned purple. He sank back 
chair and his head fell. In two minutes he 
was dead! 

Naturally, this timely death, if it may be 
called such, has attracted general attention 
to the alleged violations of law at Gutten- 
burg. The people in their impulsive way 

have jumped to the conclusion that the race 
track blacklegs and their friends on the 
grand jury are morally responsible for Judge 
Knapp’s death, and they propose to make it 
hot forthem. The prospects of the Jockey 
Club just at present are not very hopeful, 
and it is more than likely that some of its 
officials will be landed in jail. 

A wave of moral reform in New Jersey 
may be started by this stroke of apoplexy. 
It may not be reasonable, but it will be all 
right.

Causes of Business Failures. 

The New York Commercial Bulletin takes 
up ‘‘an analysis of failures’’ in the last 
Bradstreet’s, and declares that their causes 
are not eufficiently set forth. 

According to Bradstreet, the percentage 
of the number of failures and of the amount 
of liabilities due to each cause in the United 
States in 1891 and 1890 were as follows:

Incompetence....

Now, as The Bulletin very pertinently 
says, itis very difficult to distinguish be- 
tween failures due to incompetence or to 
lack of experience. The lack of capital 
spoken of may mean too little for the busi- 
ness done, or too little for the credit risks, 
and unwise credits may mean unwise for 
the amount of capital, or unwise for any 
capital. Speaking roughly, says our con- 
temporary, the figures would warrant the 
belief that about 64.3 of the fai)ures in 1891 
and 67.1 per cent in 1890 were due to per- 
sonal or financial incapacity; about 14.7 per 
cent in 1891 and 15.2 per cent in 
18)0 to fraud or neglect, and about 
20.3 per cent in 1891 and 17.4 per cent in 
180 to causes outside the personal compe- 
tence or conduct of the parties, 

But, the point is made that Bradstreet 
fails to state the number of failures of small 
firms having less than $5,000 in the United 
States alone, although the aggregate for 
this country and Canada is given. The 
Bulletin says: 

As 89.6 per cent of a}l failures were of this smal] 
class, if 0Q per cent of the liabilities had also be- 
longed to the same class, the aggregate of its fail- 
ing liabilities would have been about $173,000,000, 
or nore than $13,000 average indebtedness for all 
tirms having less than $5,000 capital, which is suf- 
liciently improbable to be dismissed without dis- 
cussion. Orif the same smailer firms averaged 
liabilities not greater than $5,000 each, which 
would be necessarily much more than their ayer- 
aye Capital, the aggregate of such liabilities would 
be only about $64,000,000, leaving liabilities of 
$129,000,000 for the remaining 1,471 failures or $88,- 
000 for each, which 1s also improbable, * * * 

ut the number of failures having less than $5,- 
00 liabilities is cnly 8,861, while the number hav- 
ing jess than $5,000 capital is 12,769, whence it 
might be roughly gussed that the smaller firms 
had managed to get liabilities exceeding their 
capital by 40 per cent or more. 

it is a curious fact that the number of failures 
having $5,000 capital or more is about the same as 
the number having liabilities of $20,000 or more. 
Of course the 1,502 failures having over $20,000 
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liabilities each may not have included a.i the , 


1,401 firms having a capital of over $5,000 each, 
but in the main the list must have been nearly the 
same. The amount of liabilities of these larger 
firms, and of the larger tirms haying either capi- 
tal or rating of each class, would bea singularly 


interesting and valuable statement, which it 


would seem not difficult for “‘Bradstreet’s” to pre- 
pare. 


It will be seen from these imperfect gen- 
eralizations that the small firms play a very 
important part in the economics of the 
country. Until we know something defi- 


nite about their liabilities in excess of their 
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capital, the reports of the * commercial 
agencies will fall very far short of being 
either complete or satisfactory. 

None of Their Business. 

The lottery in Louisiana may be as bad a 
thing as its opponents proclaim it to be, but 
the public meeting held in Boston this week 
to denounce it was an attempt to manage 
the local affairs of a state from the out- 
side. 

When President Harrison opposed state- 
hood for Utah in his message he admitted 
that when Utah became a state she would 
have the right and the power to legalize 
Mormonism within her borders, without 
molestation from the federal government. 
Many lawyers in Louisiana argue that the 
same holds good, or should hold good with 
Louisiana and her lottery. 

It is true that the anti-lottery men in 
Boston argue that it is their affair because 
the lottery draws money from their city. 
And so it might be said, if we had a Mor- 
mon state, that Mormonism drew its re- 
cruits with their capital from every com- 
munity, would not justify the federal gov- 
ernment in interfering, and on the same line 
of reasoning the sale of lottery tickets in 
Boston does not justify jumping on Louisi- 
ana and her chartered institutions. 

But the Boston meeting was held for the 
purpose of influencing public- sentiment in 
Louisiana. The people engaged in the 
meeting were eager to mind the business of 
other people—anybody’s except their own. 
All this is impertinent and mischievous. A 
state has somerights, It can run a lottery 
at home if it chooses. It can authorize the 
liquor traffic, and permit the carrying of 
concealed weapons. It can legalize gam- 
bling. It can practically abolish the sanc- 
tity of marriage by loose divorce laws. It 
can do many immoral and impious things, 
not expresely forbidden by the federal con- 
stitution. 

This may be a deplorable condition of 
affairs, but it is so bound up with the es- 
sentials of statehood that outsiders have no 
right to interfere. Louisiana may be on the 
side of bad morals when she permits the ex- 
istence of a lotterv, but she has the right to 
be angry with Boston. To put it bluntly, 
it is none of Boston’s business.

Still Slandering Senator Hill. 

The Nashville American proposes to be a 
democratic newspaper. It is printed ina 
democratic city, and is supported by the 
patronage of democratic subscribers and 
advertisers, It seems to be fairly prosper- 
ous, and we presume it claims to be the 
leading democratic journal of Tennessee. 
Whether this be so or not, The American is 
of sufficient prominence to feel the responsi- 
bilities of its position. Apart from his 
own personal and peculiar views, the editor 
of The American owes it to his readers, and 
to the party which he is supposed to repre- 
sent, to give perfectly fair and candid re- 
ports of democratic movements and per- 
fectly honest and truthful estimates of demo- 
cratic leaders. This duty grows out of the 
responsibilities that belong to the editorial 
function. 

In the last number of The American we 
find a discussion of the ‘‘Democracy and the 
Presidential Nomination.’’ In that article 
the democrats of Tennessee are told that 
Senator Hill, of New York, is ‘‘a corrupt 
and dangerous demagogue,”’ ‘‘an unscrupul- 
ous man,’’ ‘‘a contemptibly weak and in- 
competent man,’’ ‘the master of the vilest 
organization of toughs and thieves on earth,’’ 
& man ‘‘as utterly destitute of moral princi- 
ple as he is of political conviction,.’’ After 
making this sinister attack, the editor an- 
nounces that he will violate the principles 

of morality and decency by supporting Mr. 
Hill if he is nominated—a conclusion which 
strips him of all right to criticise, 

There is one important fact, however, to 
which we desire to draw attention. Every 
epithet and combination of epithets which 
we have quoted from The Nashville Ameri- 
can have been fished from the sewer of repub- 
lican partisanship, and the charges that the 
editor makes and the slanders he utters 
have no basis whatever beyond the fact that 
they haye been invented by republican 
editors as a sort of salve for their sores, 
These charges have long been in stock. 
They were employed against Samuel J. 
Tilden, and they have been used to smirch 
the character of every honest and capable 
democrat who has succeeded in routing the 
republican corruptionists. Their employ- 
ment by southern democratic editors is some- 
thing new in our politics, and shows a fatal 
tendency to toady to the mugwump ele- 
ment which has already managed to bring the 
democratic party to grief in a campaign that 
ought to have been won. 

The Nashville American may prefer Mr. 
Cleveland as a candidate to Senator Hill, 
there can be no reasonable objection to that; 
but the editor owes it to himself and to his 
party to conduct his opposition to Senator 
Hill with decency and fairness. To borrow 
republican slanders and republican epithets 
for the purpose of besmirching the personal 
and political character of the most success- 
ful democrat of this gencration is not worthy 
of even an editor who announces that he 
will vote for an indecent and an unmoral 
candidate if the democrats nominate 
him, Moreover, The American can- 
not deceive its readers by such tactics. 
There is not a democrat in Tennessee but 
knows that there is something more behind 
the extraordinary victories which Senator 
Hill has won than mere political shrewdness 
or the tactics of the ward politician, The 
art of the demagogue is foradayonly. For 
seven years Senator Hill has scored victory 
after victory for the democratic party, and 
the climax of his work was reached when he 
wrested the control of the state legislature 
from the republican machine. He has 
wrought his results in the fierce light of 
criticism; he has won before the people and 
before the courts, Every blow he has 
struck has been in behalf of genuine 
democracy; every victory he has scored has 
been in behalf of the democratic party of 
the nation, on whose success every vital 
interest of the south depends, 

It lies ill inthe mouth of any southern 
democratic editor to join hands with the 
republican rascals in abusing this man, who 
has never lowered the standard of his party, 
and we cannot conceive of a more unseemly 
exhibition of petty spite than that which The 
Nashville American displays in parading and 
endorsing republican slanders of Senator 
Hill. Intelligent democrats cannot be 
deceived by it, and honest democrats are 
sure to bedisgusted, It cannot hurt Senator 
Hill; it cannot help Mr. Cleveland; above 


| all, it cannot help the democratic party. It | 


can “accomplish nothing save to satisfy the 
brutal instinct which delights in abuse, 

#here is one point in The American’s un- 
dignified and undemocratic screed which is 
continually made by editors whose ignorance 
or prejudice will not permit them to state 
the truth. Speaking of Hill, The American 
says: ‘‘He betrayed Tilden and Manning 
in 1877, as he betrayed Cleveland in 1888,’’ 
Now here isa bold statement made for the 
purpose of deceiving democrats who have 
not the facts of the matterat hand. The 
facts are: 1, That Senator Hill was Mr, 
Tilden’s trusted and faithful lieutenant to 
the day of his death, his pupil and his 
friend. 2. That Mr. Cleveland himself has 
declared in effect that the charge that Hill 
betrayed him isa slander, The trouble in 
New York grew out of Mr. Cleveland’s lean- 
ing to mugwumpery. He had retained in 
oftice in a great democratic city a republican 
postmaster, and the machinery incident to 
that position was turned against him. Mr. 
Blaine, ina speech in New York, showed 
that 74 per cent of the office holders under 
Mr.Cleveland’s adminstration were republic- 
ans, and he made thistelling point: ‘*The

WILL THE LAW 60? 


/ Tienes 
It Is Probable That Counties Won't Tax 
Railroads, 


THE SUPREME 


It Is Highly Probable, However, That the 
Glenn Bill Will Be Turned Down 
as Unconstitutional, 


Will the railroads of Georgia be taxed by 
counties? 

Or will they not? 

Both questions are pertinent. 

Wild rumors were afloat yesterday that the 
supremecourt had declared unconstitutional 
the Glenn law, taxing railroads by counties. 

But nothing of the kind is true, since the 
case doesn’t come up before the court until 
the third Monday in February, when the Co- 
lumbus Southern case has been ordered to be 
reargued. 

It would seem from the questions pro- 
pounded by the supreme court in its order for 
the reargument of the law to tax the railroads, 
thattheact of the legislature providing for 
such taxation is not free from difficulties in the 
way of its enforcement, 

It undertakes to provide for the taxation by 
counties of all railroads whose property is tax- 
able ad valorem, and which have no charter 
exemptions from taxation. Italso undertakes 
to provide for the taxation by counties of those 
railroads, the property of which under their 
charters, which have been decided tobe con- 
tracts between the state and the railroads, can 
only be taxed one-half of 1 per cent upon their 
net incomes. 

It is contended, however, by the counsels 
for the railroad that there are two classes of 
roads, for taxing which by counties the act 
makes no provision whatever—tirst, railroads 
taxable upon their gross incomes, of which 
there is at least one in the state, the Augusta 
and Savannah, and perhaps more; second, 
certain railroads, a portion of whose property 
is taxable ad valorem and the balance taxa- 
ble upon their income. 

The contention is that if these two classes 
of railroads are not provided for by the act, 
they cannot be taxed under it, and hence, that 
the law would not operate on alli tiie 
railroadsin the state, and would not, there- 
fore, be uniform as the constitution requires. 

Another objection to the act is that it could 
not affect a railroad taxable npon its net in- 
come when the entire tax authorized by the 
charter has already been taken by thestate for 
State purposes, and the argument is that, if 
such a railroad as this is, for the reason stated, 
not liable to county taxation, the act 
would be wanting in uniformity 
because it would thus fail to reach every 
railroad in the state. Aside from 
these exceedingly difficult and important 
questions, a numberof minor objections are 
made to the act tothe effect that it does not 
provide with sufficient clearness for ail the de- 
tails in enforcing county taxation, even 
against the railroad it expressly designates. 

After holding the Columbus Southern case 
under consideration for many weeks, the court, 
meeting with the difticulties above mentioned, 
ordered the case reargued in order that more 
light might be thrown upon the questions in- 
Oy by the able counsels representing both 
sides, 

Whether or not the act is constitutional and 
capable of practical enforcement has not been 
decided by the court, and the question is still 
open. - 

"te view of the difficulties suggested, it 
seeins probable that the act will not be sus- 
tained by the supreme court, but these difficul- 
ties contain no suggestion that a voted and 
constitutional act for the purpose of taxing 
railroads by counties cannot be passed if care 
is taken to make it conform inal! its details 
to the constitutional requirements of uni- 
formity. 

It may be that the court will yet sustain the 
act now in question, but what is 
said above will show the impediments 
before the courtin the way of reaching this 
conclusion. 

The decision will be awaited by both the 
railroads and the public with the interest and 
anxiety its importance deserves, 

If the case is decided in favor of the rail- 
roads, as the pan is made clear above 
that it will, then nearly a million dollars of 
taxes will be taken from the state that would 
have fallen to it if the law had held good.

The committee did not undertake to say 
that the street should be given asphalt—but 
that the quality of the paving should be left 
to the general council. 

The appropriation to Peachtree does not 
mean that the money shall complete the pav- 
ing of the street, but that the $10,000, 
the amount appropriated, shall be expen- 
ded in work on Peachtree from Ellis ont. If 
it is enough to supply all demands made upon 
the street by the residents, the council will be 
satisfied, but if the amount builds only a block 
the people must be satisfied. , 

The Peachtree residents were well satisfied 
with what was done, and next Monday a com.

A DYING SOLDIER. 


The Victim of a Desperate Fight in a 
House on Thompson Street. 


HIS THROAT CUT FROM EAR TO EAR, 


And Two of the Three Men Supposed to 
Be Implicated Are Arrested—It 
Happened Yesterday. 


James Johnson, a soldier at the United 
States barracks, had his throat cut from ear 
to ear at an early hour yesterday morning. 

He was carried to the army hospital, where 
his death is expected at any moment. 

The affair occurred before daybreak at the 
house of Mollie Reeves, on Thompson street. 
It wasa fight in which pistols and knives 
were used, and. two men were injured, one 
almost fatally. ° 

About 2 o'clock Johnson went to the home 
of the Reeves woman, where he found Frank 
Shockley, another soldier. 

For some time Johnson had boasted of the 
exclusive attention shown him by the woman, 
and the appearance of Shockley angered him. 

He advanced and asked his fellow soldier 
what he meant by his presence with the 
woman. Shockley gave a reply that was dis- 
pleasing, whereupon Johnson applied a very 
insulting epithe. 

It led to a quarrel and ina few moments to 
blows. 

Brass knucks were quickly drawn and used 
by both combatants and they fought each 
other desparately. The woman screamed and 
attracted the other inmates, who together suc- 
ceeded in separating the men. 

They were taken apart bleeding profusely 
about the head. 

Shockley had his head bandaged and left 
the house muttering threats. His fellow 
soldier expected his return and armed him- 
self, 

Hie was not disappointed. Inashort while 
Shockley came back. He had gone to the 
National hotel, where he told of the altercation 
and Luke Parker and Jim Morrison agreed to 
accoinpany him to Mollie Reeves’s. 

The three men entered together and in 
another minute the two soldiers were again 
exchanging blows. 

Johnson had gotten a pistol and he aimed it 
at his opponent's head and pulled the trigger. 
Parker quickly knocked the barrel away and 
the bullet buried itself in the ceiling. 

Instantly a knife was drawn, and before 
Johnson could use the pistol! again he stag- 
gered back, the blood pouring from an ugly 
wound in his throat. 

It had been inflicted by Shockley, and the 
injured man’s throat was cut from ear to ear. 
A gash four inches long almost severed his 
windpipe. 

The noise of the disturbance drew A. B. 
Bristol, another soldier, to the room. He 
found Johnson lying on the floor in a pool of 
blood and as soon as possible summoned a 
vehicle and had him removed to the barracks. 

Dr. Lippet, the army surgeon, attended him 
and pronounced the wound dangerous and un- 
doubtedly fatal. Last night Johnson’s death 
was nomentarily expected. 

No one was arrested until yesterday morn- 
ing, when F. A. Grover pointed out Shockley 
to Patrolmen Harris and Jackson. He was 


immediately brought to the station house and | 


locked up. 

A few minutes later Jim Morrison was 
found, and he, too, was arrested. The officers 
are on the lookout for Luke Parker, who is 
thought to have been hurt in the fight. 

All the soldiers concerned are members of 
Company D, Battery D, and most of them 
have hitherto borne a good reputation. John- 
son is a young man, and has madea reliable 
member of his company. 

None of the women at Mollie Reeves’s have 
been arrested.

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THEO FLESH IS DEAD. 


His Death Occurred Yesterday Afternoon 
at 4 O'clock. | 


IT HAD, HOWEVER, BEEN. EXPECTED, 


An Inquest Held Last Night in Which 
Coroner Davis and His Jury Say the 
Killing Was Justifiable.

Theodore Flesh is dead. 

He breathed his last yesterday afternoon at 
4 o’clock, at the office of Dr. Westmoreland. 

Early yesterday morning bis physicians ob- 
served a change in his condition. They had 
watched all night expecting to see animprove- 
ment, The bullet was not probed for and Dr. 
Westmoreland and Dr. Ralph Smith did all 
they could for their patient. 

About 3 0’clock Flesh began to sink and 
immediately all hopes for his recovery de- 
parted, His family was quickly sent for and 
came, finding him dying. 

Among them was Jack Craig, who did the 
shooting, and he sat faithfully by his brother- 
in-law’s bedside until] nearly noon, watching 
anxiously his every motion. 

Flesh gradually grew worse and became 
lower and lower. Abouti1 o'clock his death 
was regarded only as ajmatter of time and his 
doctors were helpless to assist him. 

He was surrounded by his parents, his wife 
and his sister when death came, and they were 
almost prostrated when told that he had 
passed away. 

None were more grieved than Craig. 

Coroner Davis was notified and arranged to 
hold the inquest at 8 o’clock last night. 

Dr. Dan Howell was the foreman who sug- 
gested a posi-mortem examination. Mr. August 
Flesh, the father, would not consent to it, 
and the inquest proceeded with the testimony 
of the witnesses. 

They showed that Flesh had entered 
Craig’s home by battering down the outer 
door withan ax. Hethen forced open the 
inner door of the room where the family had 
hurriedly gathered, and rushed upon his 
brother-in-law with the ugly weapon. 

Craig fired, missing his opponent, and 
Flesh’s mother stepped between the young 
men and begged them to desist. Flesh Mad 
retreated when the first shot was fired, but he 
again went at Craig with the ax. 

It was then that the fatal ball was fired. It 
struck Flesh in the neck, and its course was 
never ascertained. 

The jury considered the evidence, and the 
verdict was as follows: 

We, the jury summomed to inquire into the 
cause of the death of Theodore Flesh, find that 
he came to his death from a pistol wound in- 
flicted by Jack Craig, and that the same was justi- 
fiable. 

Itexonerated Craig, and he was free to go 
his way. The local officers then entertained 
no intention of rearresting him. 

The body was removed about 10 o'clock to 
the home of Flesh's father, 34 West Baker 
street, where he had been shot. His mother 
was completely prostrated, and it was neces- 
sary to carry her home, 

The affair aroused an unusual amount of in- 
terest, and the fatal family feud was the sub- 
ject of unlimited discussion. 

Flesh's funeral has not been arranged for. 
The preparations were put in the hands of 
Bliley & Haygood, and it had not been de- 
cided last night when or where the burial 
would take place. 

The young man was very well known in At- 
lanta. He was a congenial, friendly fellow, 
whdm many liked. He attended the public 
schools in Atlanta, and since leaving thein has 
been connected in business with his father, the 


. proprietor of the Southern Bottling Works. 


But ashort while ago he was married to 
Miss Grace Wallace, of Marietta, and he leaves 
a young, grief-stricken widow.

{ THE NEW YORK MARKET. 
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The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, January 29.—The stock market again 
showed effects of continued hammering by the bears 


and their allies, the traders, but a firm temper was | 
maintained during the groater portion of the day, and | 


notwithstanding the preesure of the professional ele- 
ment, the prices yielded only slightiy, and even in the 
specialties which were attacked as particularly vulner- 
able few show lossesof moment. Foreigners were 
both buyers and sellers in the market, Louisville and 
Nashville being specially pressed for sale by foreign 
houses, and that stock is only one of usually active 
railroad shares, which incurred material loss for the 
day. The feature of the forenoon’s trading was the un- 
uveual activity and strength in Denver and Rio 
Grande preferred, which scored a handsome advance 
and heldit throughout the day. Lackawanna was 
also a strong point, but its prominence in the market 
has been heavily diminished during the last two days. 
The movement in Manhattan seemed to have reached 
its limit and that stock further retired during the day, 
while among specialties the Edison Electric came to 
the front with a large advance on light trading. The 
weakest stock, however, was Distillers, which steadily 
lost ground all day long, and showed an increased ani- 
mation on the decline. The rest of the market was 
quiet all day and traded in within narrow limits, and 
aftera steady opening fractional concessions were 
made all through the list which were in but few cases 
made up in the later dealings. The market was listless 
and featureless throughout except for a few shares 
mentioned, and while there was some recovery to- 
ward the close it had the appearance of the usual 
effect of cessation of pressure only. The close was 
guiet and steady to firm at smal! losses in most stocks.

NEW YORK, January 29.—The Liverpool market to 
day was rather a surprise to that element of our ex- 
change which expected lower prices there in response 
to our decline of yesterday. An early decline of 2-64d 
was followed by a recovery, the close being firm at 
within a fraction of last evening’s figures. The cause 
of the steadiness, so our cables advise, is an intimation 
in Mesars. Neill Bros.’s circular of the probability of 
a smaller crop estimate from that source shortly. Our 
own market responded by an improvement of 3to 4 
points at the opening, and continued to advance until 
prices were 8 points over last evening’s figures. Then 
rumors and predictions of heavier receipts at New 
Orleans tomorrow and Monday caused a decline, the 


| entire advance being lostand the noon figures being 


about the same as last evening. The facts with regard 
to the receipts seem to be that tomorrow being the 
last day of the month, the New Orleans figures will in- 
clude practically the arrivals fortwo days, while on 
Monday some 8,000 bales additional are expected, mak- 
ing in all for the two days, 23,500 bales, against 10,000 
bales for the same two days of the week ending today. 
The interior movement is decidediy heavier than had 
been anticipated, and will probably reach 36,000, 
against 59,000 bales last year. Shipments, however, 
are also heavy, and the stocks will probably show a 
substantial reduction. Advices continue to reach us 
from the south indicating a much reduced sale of 
fertilizers in the Atlantic states this year. Many fac- 
tories are reported as being shut down entirely, and 
the railroad companies almost Without exception are 
complaining of a decrease of fully 60 percent in the 
fertilizer tonrage since the beginning of the year. 
During the afternoon the market continued steady, 
closing at about last figures, despite a larger crop 
movement than had been expected yesterday. The in- 
terior receipts are 35,628 bales, against 59,000 last year. 
The shipments are 72,000 bales, which should give usa 
full port movement next week, although the amount 
ofthe crop coming into sight may not be materially 
increased, Current estimates of the total port move- 
ment next week are 12,000 bales, against 15,900 last 
year, and 138,000 in 1890. We continue to believe that 
the crop movement may be expected to run consider- 
ably below that of two years ago.

NEW YORK, January 2#—Our market opened steady 
under the better advices from Liverpool; in fact, it has 
been a long while since the sentiment has been so gen- 
erally encouraging from abroad as it seemed to be thie 
morning. Europe was a liberal buyer for the first hour 
or so and caused an improvement of some 7@8 points 
over last night’s figures, and it looked at one time as 
if a good reaction was in store, when, as has so often 
been the case, a depression followed on the news that 
New Orleans would tomorrow again have large receipts, 
the figures given being 15,000 bales.

There was again con- 
siderable obstinacy, and around about 7,40@/.41 for 
May the decline was strongly contested, several slight 
rallies following from about this point, the closing 
showing very steady. The interior is also somewhat 
larger than had been generally looked for, the figures 
being 35,000 bales for the week. Port receipts, owing to 
large arrivals at Baltimore, will prove to be about 
130,00 bales, and the plantation movement doubtless 
close to 100,000 bales, against 185,000 bales last week. 
There have been various measages received from va- 
rious points in the Atlantic states saying that receipts 
are likely to be more liberal next week, and this has 
been somewhat of a drag on the market. We, onr- 
selves, have nothing tothiseffect. We are again nearly 
at the lowest point we saw on the previous decline, 
though there is decidedly less demoralization than in 
the last instance, and we believe a much larger short 
interest has been created than was open at that time, 
so with anything of a stimulus in the way of a disap- 
pointment in receipts we feel that a good rally will 
come. Everything, however, depends on the point ef 
receipts.

‘TT ALMOST AMOUNTS TO A BOYCOTT. 


Commissioner Nesbitt Notified That Geor- 
gia Cattle “Don’t Go”—Other News 
Around the Statehouse. 


Strange as it may seem, there is a quaran- 
tine against all southern cattle now in vogue. 

The nature of this quarantine, while it car- 
ries a kind of legal endorsement by congress, 
geoms on the face of it to be nothing more than 
asortof a boycott against southern cattle 
raisers. 

There has been a little talk about the move- 
ment inthe newspapers of the southwestern 
states for some tine, but the matter had never 
taken a serious turn in_ this part 
ofthe south until a little circular labeled, 
“Regulations Concerning Cattle Transporta- 
tion” was sent out to the state commissioners 
of agriculture by the department of agriculture 


at Washington. 

This significant little document was received 
atthe agricultural rooms over at the state- 
house yesterday, showing that the quarantine 
is raised against all Georgia-raised cattle, and 
that no live stock shall be shipped from this 
state out of certain stipulated boundary lines. 

Notice is given to the managers aod agents 
of railroad and transportation companies of 
the state, stockinen and others, that a ‘‘con- 
tagious and infectious disease, known as 
splenetic or southern fever, exists among Cat- 
tie’ in the area described as beginning at 
some pointon the Rio Grande river and run- 
ning across the south to Virginia, including 
al] the southern states, Georgia with the rest. 

This notice claims to be in accordance with 
section 7 of the act of congress approved 
May 29, 1884, entitled ‘“‘An act for the estab- 
lishment of a bureau of animal industry, to 
prevent the exportation of diseased cattle, and 
to provide means for the suppression and ex- 
tirpation of pleuro-pneumonia and . other con- 
tagious diseases among domestic animals.” 

How the Law Acts. 


From the 15th day of February to the Ist 
day of December, 1892, no cattle are to be 
transported from said area to any portion of 
the United States north or west of tue above 
described line, except by rail for immediate 
slaughter, and when so transported the follow- 
ing regulations must be observed : 

1. When any cattie in course of transpertation 
from said area are unloaded north or west of this 
Jine to be fed or watered, the places where said 
cattle are to be fed or watered shall be set apart, 
and no other cattle shall be admitted thereto. 

2, On unloading said cattle at their points of 
destination, pens shall be set apart to receive 
them, and no other cattle shall admitted to 
said pens; and the regulations relating to the 
movement of Texas cattle, prescribed by the cat- 
tle sanitary officers of the state where unloaded, 
shall be carefuily observed. The cars that have 
carried suid stock shall be cleansed and disin- 
fected before they are again used to transport, 
store or shelter animals or merchandise. 

3. ‘All cars carrying cattle from said area shall 
bear placards stating that said cars contain south- 
ern cattle, and each of the way-buills of said ship- 
ments shall have a note upon its face with a similar 
statement. Whenever any cattle have come from 
€aid area and shall be pore 6 from any point at 
which they have been unloaded to other points of 
destination, the cars carrying Said animals shall 
bear similar placards with like statements, and 
the way-bilis be so stamped. At whatever points 
these cattie are unloaded they shall be placed in 
separate pens, to which no other cattle shall be 
admitted. 

4. The cars used to transport such animals, anp 


' the pens tn which they are fed and watered, and 


the pens set upart for their reception at points of 
destination, shall be disinfected. 

Provision is made that cattle from the south 
shall gointo these states only for slaughter, 
and they must be slaughtered soon after they 
are out of the territory against which the 
quarantine is raised. 

The department of agriculture at Washing- 
ton claims that the ‘“‘losses resulting yearly to 
the owners of susceptible cattle, both in the 
interstate and export trade, by the contraction 
of this disease from exposure in unclean and 
infected cars and pens, and by means 
of manure carried in unclean’ cars 
from place to place, have become 
@ matter of grave and serious concern to the 
cattle industry of the United States. It is ab- 
solutely essential, therefore, that this cattle 
industry should be protected as far as possible 
by separating the dangerous cattle and bythe 
adoption of efficient methods of disinfection.’’ 

Will It Hurt Georgia? 

It is not known in the state agricultural de- 
— to what extent this quarantine or 

ycott may hurt Georgia. Fortunately, and 
unfortunately, too, there is but little stock and 
cattle raising in Georgia. 

Of course, the law is going to work some 
hardship to cattle raisers, and will very seri- 
ously cripple this industry in the south western 
states, where it is carried on more largely. 

Commissioner Nesbitt has not yet taken any 
Official action upon the affair.

The Resignations of the Rifles’ Officers 
May Not Go, 


AND, THEN, WHAT’LL BE NEXTP 


Colonel Calhoun Has Taken No Action on 
the Resignations Yet, and May Not 
for Some Time. 


The Atlanta Rifles’ military muddle has 
taken on a new phase within the last twenty- 
four hours. 

And now the popular gossip will be turned 
in another direction. 

It may not be a question of factions any 
longer, but a question of whether there is any 
sound reason for the wholesale resignations in 
that company. 

In other words, the resignations of the Rifles’ 
officers may not be accepted. 

In fact, it is quite likely that they will 
not be. 

The resignations of Captain Macon B. 
Spencer, First Lieutenant Richardson, Second 
Lieutenant Nash, and of Junior Second Lieu- 
tenant Holbrook are now in the hands of Colo- 
nel W. L. Calhoun. 

He received the resignations two or three 
days ago, and has kept them in his oftice since. 

He will keep them several days longer with- 
out taking any official action thereon—perhaps 
for several weeks or months. He has nos 
made up his mind yet what his recommenda- 
tion will be, and will go very slowly before 
doing anything with the resignations. 

Colonel Calhoun thinks the affairis to be 
deeply regretted. As lieutenant colonel of 
the Fourth battalion, the resignations of the 
Rifies’ officers were sent first tohim. He con- 
siders the resignatiors and makes such recom- 
mendations concerning them as he thinks the 
facts warrant. If he should consider the 
trouble in the Rifles sufficient to call for the 
resignation of its officers, he would recom- 
mend that the resignations be accepted, or 
vice versa. 

After Colonel Calhoun makes his recom- 
mendation the resignations are sent to the 
governor, to be passed upon by him. 

The governor invariable adopts the recom- 
mendation of the colonel of a battalion as his 
decision in such cases. 

If Colonel Colhoun were, then, to recom- 


mend that tne resignations be not accepted, it |

is more than likely that the recommendation 
would be heeded by the governor. 

This would put the matter in an entirely 
new light. 

The question now is: Was the action of 
those who requested the resignations ot the 
officers unmilitary or not? Anyway, there is 
a possibility of the resignations not being ac- 
cepted. 

Colonel Calhoun will not take action on the 
resignations until] in time to get ready for the 
state encampment in the summer.

A Garden Club Quite the Clever Thing 
for the Women. 


IT OUGHT TO BE A GREAT MOVEMENT, 


eer 


How the Women of Georgia Propose to 
Help Their Husbands Live at Home. 
Nesbitt Favors the Scheme. 


The very latest wrinkle among the enter- 
prising and progressive housewives of Georgia 
is the organization of garden clubs. 

The dear women have watched their hus- 
bands reap the advantages of farmers’ clubs 
too long to remain in the background, and now 
they are beginning to put their heads together 
for the purpose of consulting among them- 
selves upon gardening. They see that upon 
their frail shoulders and in their fair, delicate 
hands rests much of the responsibility of rais- 
ing home supplies, and at this time, when re- 
form is abroad in the south, looking to some 

‘means of living exclusively at home, while 
the farmer is threatening to plant less cotton 
and more food supplies, it is a commendable 
spirit on the partof the women, not only in 
the country, but in the cities as well, to bring 
the garden out for all it is worth. _ 

There has been much said already about the 
plan of organizing ‘before breakfast clubs,” 
which was started in north Georgia by Mrs. 
W.H. Felton. Another turn is given the 
situation now by the . organization of a 
woman’s garden club among the energetic 


housewives of Athens. ; 

Colonel BR, T. Nesbitt, commissioner of agri- 
culture, is in receipt of a communication fram 
members of the club asking that a department 
be opened in his oftice for garden clubs, and 
that these clubs be granted the same recogni- 
tion as the numerous farmers’ clubs of Georgia. 
The women are dead in earnest, and itis safe 
to say that garden clubs are certain to be the 
‘‘fad’’ now among the women of Georgia. 

The chief purpose in view in the organiza- 
tion of these clubsis to awaken a deeper inter- 
est among the women for developing their gar- 
dens, and bringing them to watch and super- 
intend more vigilantly their hired gardeners. 

It is not easy, indeed, to measure the vast 
assistance that a garden can be made to render 
a household. Its capability of reducing ex- 
penditures in city and on the farm alike can 
hardly be realized. Gardening is too often 
neglected in the south, and here it is that its 
power for protit should be most acknowledged 
and felt. 

Such a realization has brought those Athens 
women to conceive the plan of garden clubs, 
and they will carry it out’ to a blooming suc- 
cess, too, before the spring gives way to sum- 
mer. 

The Commissioner with the Ladies. 


If there was nothing else of memt in this 
scheme than the mere fact that the dear wo- 
men of Georgia had conceived it, ‘‘Gallant 
Bob Nesbitt,” as his old friends call him, 
would be very apt to be on their side, as the 
colonel] has always been a lady’s man of many 
taking parts. pe 

But, the commissioner finds much merit in 
the plan, and is inclined very correctly to re- 
garditas a great movement—a movement 
that carries much meaning with it to every 
household represented in such a club. 

The commissioner has expressed himself as 
more than willing to give the ladies’ garden 
clubs, wherever they may be started, as much 
recognition as he has always given and will 
canines to give the various farmers’ clubs 
in Georgia. 

The members of the Atlanta Garden Club 
have had their names enrolled on the same 
footing with the farmers’ clubs in the national! 
department of agriculture at Washington, and 
Uncle Jerry Rusk, commissioner, will send out 
to them each season samples of the latest vari- 
eties of garden seeds for experiment and im- 
provement. In this way the gardens of every 
member of the ciub could be made to fairly 
bloom “like golden herbs,’’ under the manipu- 
lations of scientific culture. 

It cannot be denied that this is a great 
movement. It ought to be taken up all over 
Georgia. There is noreason in the world why 
the gardens of Georgia Shouldn’t bea great 
means of supporting their owners through the 
spring and summer montis. They can be 
made todo much towards a satisfactory solu-
